It  io  thought  that  LBV/ IS  FIS7D2R  remained  in  about  the  sane  nei  'hbor- 
hood  during  his  many  years  residence  in  /irginia.  however,  the  changing 
county  lines  chang'ed  him  from  the  jurisdiction  of  one  county  to  another. 
He  was  buried  in  what  was  then  Culpeper  County,  but  his  grave  is  now  in 
Madison  Gounty,  formed  from  Culpeper  in  1790. 


Although  the  old  Hebron  Lutheran  Qhurch  records  carefully  preserved 
in  the  bounty  Cleric's  office  at  Madison  C0urt  House,  Virginia,  contain 
many  references  to  his  widow  and  descendants,  not  one  record  v/as  found  of 
him.  (Vhetiier  his  church  affiliations  were  elsewhere  is  net  known. 

In  a  scrap  of  '-'ulpeper  °ounty  is  the  record  where  the  Church  hardens  of 
Brumfi  Id  Parish  apprenticed  to  him  one  '.'illian  Rawlins  to  learn  the 
trade  of  Cardwainer ,  April  21,  1763.  Then  on  November  26,  1767  he  pur¬ 
chased  articles  at  sale  of  the  property  of  Stephen  ^onrad  in  Augusta  Co., 
Virginia. 

\  search  of  the  Hebron  Church  records  shows  her  first  entry  in  the 
records  as  1775  when  she  appears  as  a  Communicant;  her  last  entry  as 
October  26,  1783  when  s^e  took:  communion. 


She  seems  to  nave  resided  with  her  son  Barnett  after  the  death  of 
her  husband  and  it  is  believed  that  the  grave  in  the  Fisher  lot  in 
Boyle  County,  Kentucky,  marked  "Mother"  is  her  resting  pls.ee.

He  served  in  active  service  in  tie  Revolutionary  War,  and  was  assigned 
to  duty  in  Kentucky.  In  R0vember  1777  he  received  pay  for  a  horse  that  had 
teen  drowned.  He  is  telived  to  have  teen  one  of  the  first  if  not  the  first 
Virginia  soldier  to  receive  a  pension.  The  record  of  this  is  found  in  the 
Journal  of  the  House  of  Delegates  (Virginia]  as  printed  in  1827  and  covers 
the  proceedings  of  Monday  October  19,  1778.  The  resolution  follows: 

"Resolved,  that  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  petition 
of  Stephen  Fisher,  pack  horse  master  in  a  detachment  cf  militia  sent  to 
Kentucky  under  Col.  Bowman  for  the  defence  of  that  part  of  the  country,  who 
in  an  engagement  with  the  Indians  received  a  wound  in  hi9  ri  ght  shoulder, 
which  renders  him  incapable  of  getting  subsistence  for  himself  and  a  large 
family,  i3  reasonable;  and  that  the  petitioner  ou  ht  to  be  allowed  the  sum 
of  30  rounds  for  his  present  relief,  and  a  farther  allowance  of  3  shillings 
per  day  for  three  years,  from  the  28th  day  of  October  1777." 

In  the  Richmond  Archives  can  be  found  record  of  the  following  payment 
for  services: 

Auditiors  Account  XV,  Page  47 5- August  7,  1783,  Warrant  to  Steven  Fisher 
for  services  in  the  Militia  3  Pounds:  18  shillin  n:  8  Pence.  It  i3  obvious 
that  as  soon  ashe  recovered  frcm  his  wounds  he  a;  in  took  up  active  service 
and  continued  until  the  end  of  the  war. 

In  his  service  in  Kentucky  he  was  afforded  an  opportunity  to  3eo  the 
beautiful  sections  of  Kentucky,  and  he  decided  to  cast  his  lot  with  others 
moving  from  Virginia  to  Ke./aicky# 

Disposing  of  his  Virginia  lends  he  set  abouit  acquiring  vast  holdings 
in  Kentucky.

His  activities  were  closely  related  to  those  of  his  brother  (2} 

Stephen,  but  the  more  common  usage  of  the  name  Adam  in  the  -':Lsber 
families  of  Virginia  and  Kentucky  makes  his  identif ication  more  difficult. 

He  served  as  a  i^rivate  in  the  Revolutionary  7/ar  in  the  First  Virginia 
line  Regiment  from  Culpeper  County.  (D.  A.  R.  certificates  104512-40348- 
41804-46253-59534-68229-79605-37677-36215-14880. 

In  1707  he  signed  a  petition  in  Kentucky  with  his  brother  Barnett 
and  nephew  Mlias  asking  for  right  to  establish  a  new  state  government  there. 

He  was  in  the  1610  census  of  Mercer  County,  Kentucky,  sho'wn  as  over 
forty-five;  his  wife  the  same.  At  their  home  were  one  male  sixteen  to 
twenty-six;  one  male  twenty-six  to  forty-five;  two  females  sixteen  to  twenty- 
six. 

In  the  old  Hebron  ^hruch  records  in  Madison  County,  Virginia,  he  first 
appears  as  a  sponsor  June  14,  1767;  tut  his  wife  appears  as  early  as  Novem¬ 
ber  20,  1761.

His  wife  was  born  _ 1747;  died  September  28,  1823.  His 

name  was  undoubtedly  Bernhard  or  Bernhardt  and  evolved  into  Barnett  under 
its  English  usage. 

They  died  in  what  is  now  Boyle  County,  Kentucky  and  are  buried  in 
the  cemetery  there  in  well  marked  graves. 

It  is  not  known  if  Barnett  Fisher  served  in  the  Revolutionary  „ar 
but  this  service  is  of  record  in  tine  Archives  at  Richmond. 

November  19,  1781-Barnet  *’isher  was  given  a  warrant  in  Culpeper  County, 

Virginia  for  200  Pounds  of  grass  beef  for  the  army. 

He  also  supplied  brandy  for  the  troops  as  shown  in  the 
Culpeper  County  order  book  at  page  27. 

Apparently  he  folio  .ed  the  lead  of  his  brothers  (2)  Stephen,  and 
{3)  Adam  for  hebegan  acquiring  land  in  Kentucky  with  hi3  first  grant  as 
follows:

In  the  1820  census  he  is  again  listed  in  Mercer  County  as  over  forty- 
five.

His  widow  was  in  Buchanan  °ounty,  Hissouri  in  1767  asking  for  est¬ 
ablishment  of  a  new  state  government  and  the  town  of  Harrodsburg. 

He  died  and  left  a  v/ill  in  Boyle  °ounty ,  Kentucky  in  1644.  Boyle 
had  been  formed  out  of  his  former  county  of  I'ercer .  It  is  here  copied  as 
information.
